History 

Several ineffectual attempts to establish an Epis- 
copal Mission in Kensingtcn were «made prior to 
1836, and in the lifetime of Bishop White, who, 
though old and feeble, was still the active head of 
the Diocese. The first mission the Bishop was in- 
terested in, of which there is knowledge, existed in 
1835, and was located on Queen (now Richmond) 
Street, below Shackamaxon Street. It was called 
“The Church of the Holy Trinity,” the clergyman 
in charge being the Rev. George Montgomery West, 
D.D., a Presbyter of the Diocese of Ohio. Dr. 
West's mission, unfortunately, was a failure, and he 
retired from the Diocese on August 22, 1835. here 
is no evidence of any further missionary effort un- 
til we come to the formation of our own parish, 

EMMANUEL, CHURCH 

Mission, founded April, 1836, in Bishop White's life- 
time, the Rev. Christian Wiltberger, Jr., made the 
Missioner the same year. First Vestry (Incorpora- 
tors) organized February 14, 1837, as follows: Clem- 
ent Cresson and Richard Jackson, Church Wardens; 
Arthur С. Coffin, Griffith M. Eldrdigé, Joshua Cowp- 
land, Frederick A. Guion, Henry W. Chadwick, 
Thomas Н. Powers, John Ridley, Jacob. Mattis, 
Robert King and William H. Peberdy. At this meet- 
ing Mr. Wiltberger was elected rector, and the par- 
ish named "Emmanuel"; the parish was admitted 
into union with the Diocesan Convention May 17, 
1837; the cornerstone of a new church was laid by 
Bishop Onderdonk October 16, 1837; the congrega- 
tion removed to the basement of the new church on 
the first Sunday in January, 1838; Bishop Onder- 
donk consecrated the new church June 7, 1838; the

new church was built for $4600, was 38 feet by 50 
feet, with a recess 5 feet by 16 feet, and a tower in 
front 12 feet by 14 feet, with a basement story, the 
whole in Gothic order and rough cast. In 1855 two 
wings were added, thus seating 850 persons, the cost 
being some $10,000, so that about $15,000 was ex- 
pended on the entire operation.

1.—Rev. Christian Wiltberger, Jr., 1836-839; re- 
signed spring of 1839 to become rector of St. Steph- 
en's Church, Beverly, М. J., serving there from 
Easter, 1839, till the latter part of September, 1841 ;

Churchyard, Third street below Walnut, Philadel- 
phia, Pa. 

2.—Rev. John Gordon Maxwell, born Delaware 
County, Ра, February 19, 1815; graduated Kenyon 
College, Ohio; studied theology at Alexandria Sem- 
inary, Virginia; ordained Deacon by Bishop Moore, 
of Virginia; assistant to Rev. Dr. Stephen H. Tyng, 
Epiphany Church, Philadelphia, Pa., 1838; called to 
Emmanuel Church as rector, 1839; ordained priest 
bv Bishop Onderdonk in Emmanuel Church, Ken- 
sington, Friday, September 27, 1839; died Tuesday, 
May 1, 1867. 

3.—Rev. William Н. Munroe, rector of St. Steph- 
en’s Church, Beverly, N. J., entered on his duties as 
rector of Emmanuel Church October 1, 1867; re- 
signed 1875, to become rector of St. Matthias’ 
Church, Philadelphia, Pa.; died Boston, Mass, his 
native place, September, 1892, being then rector of 
Christ Church, that city. 

Nathaniel Lindsay Briggs, elected Jan- 
uary 18, 1876; resigned October 1, 1889; died Brook- 
lyn, N. Y., his native city, March 26, 1893.

5.—Rev. Dudley D. Smith, elected February 4, 
1890; resigned 1901 ; died suddenly in Virginia, 1902. 
6.—Rev. Edward Giles Knight became minister in 
charge, 1902, and rector 1903; resigned June 11, 
1918, having been appointed priest in charge of the 
chapel of the Incarnation, Drexel Hill, Pa.. 

There are many things about Emmanuel Church 
that cannot be entered in this present account, as the 
space is limited to the most important facts of its 
history, but there are a few events that must be men- 
tioned. First—In April, 1836, several churchmen of 
the diocese consulted Bishops White and Onderdonk 
and the clergy for a further missionary effort in Ken- 
sington, resulting in the calling of Rev. Christian 
Wiltberger, Jr., as the Missioner, he then serving as 
such in Maryland. Second—In September, 1836, 
Mr. Wiltberger began operations by opening a Sun- 
day School in the "Commissioners Hall," situated 
on the Fraukford road above Master street, with five 
children. These five scholars, all now deceased; 
were William Stamford, James M. Holden, Mrs. 
Anna Alrich, Mrs. Dr. Isaac MacBride and Mrs. An- 
nie Whomsley. The teacher of this first Sunday 
School was Miss Mary Bender, who died in Phila- 
delphia, Pa., August 7, 1914, in her 103d year. 
Third—Four persons were present at the first service 
in “Commissioners’ Hall," held by Mr. Wiltberger. 
Fourth—Thé first Communion service held by Mr. 
Wiltberger, and in this hall, was on December 20; 
1836, when fourteen persons were present, five of 
whom were considered as communicants of the new 
parish. Fifth—Mr, Wiltberger’s convention report 
for 1839 states the church then had 34 communicants 
and 120 Sunday School scholars. Sixth—The Lay 
Deputies to the Diocesan Convention of 1839 were 
Martin Ivens, Henry W. Chadwick and Thomas H.

Knight, in 1904, 
made some important alterations to the church, such 
as the introduction of an altar, a chancel with choir 
stalls for a vested choir, new pulpit, lectern, new 
lights, frescoing and painting, und outside improve- 
ments, with various minor changes. 

In the autumn of 1917 the plaster on the ceiling 
of the church and in the wings began breaking and 
falling on the floor. Examination revealed that the 
roof of the.church was in a sinking and dangerous 
condition. In December, 1917, the building inspector 
ordered the roof of the church shored up, which, 
being done, has relegated the congregation to the 
basement for the holding of services, and where they 
still continue. In January, 1918, a union was pro- 
posed between Emmanuel Church and St. John’s 
Church, Northern Liberties. This was agreed to Бу 
the Vestries of both parishes at а joint session held 
in Emmanuel Church on the evening of February 
19, 1918, and presided over by Bishop Garland. Upon

ed the Rev. George B. Krantz as priest in charge of 
the parish for one year, from July 1, 1918. Mr. 
Krantz left the church at the end of May, 1919—the 
proposed union of the two parishes having fallen 
through. Services were conducted by the Rev. Mr. 
Becket and by the Rev. Dr. A. O. Tarrant in May 
and June, 1919, and by the Rev. H. M. G. Huff dur- 
ing July and August, 1919. Since September 1, 1919, 
the Rev. Dr. Tarrant, by request of the Vestry, has 
been officiating in the parish. 

The condition of the church building, owing to 
decay due to the ravages of time, is so bad that it 15 
beyond repair, so something had to be done to re- 
lieve this situation. The Vestry then, at its meet- 
ing in December, 1918, started a Building Fund to 
be kept in a savings bank at interest, and at their 
meeting in June, 1919; passed a reolution for the 
erection of a parish house on the vacant church 
ground. These actions have proved to be a success- 
ful and encouraging measure of relief, the Vestry and 
people pledging themselves to raise their quota of 
the funds necessary to erect the said parish house. 
But outside help 15 much needed if this building is to 
be erected, and so, in October, 1919, the Bishop was 
appealed to for aid by the Vestry and congregation. 
То this appeal a reply has been received, stating that 
Emmanuel Church has been placed on the budget of 
the North Philadelphia Convocation, as one of its 
parishes, to which relief would be extended upon the 
completion of the "Nation Wide Campaign," which 
campaign 15 yet unfinished at this time, March 1, 
1920.. So the Vestry and congregation are waiting 
and working for the new conditions, feeling that 
with the erection of a parish house a new impetus 
will be given to the life of the church, and that the 
near future should certainly see the accomplishment 
of their desires.

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THE STORY OF EMMANUEL PARISH, 
KENSINGTON. 


There is reason to believe-that the establish- 
ment of the service of the church in Kensington 
dates back to the beginning of the eighteenth cen- 
tury if not to an earlier period. It is true, how- 
ever, that there is no record of a congregation be- 
ing organized earlier than about 1833, and this 
first effort at parish building proved futile, and 
was succeeded by Emmanuel in 1836. The parish 
history falls naturally into four distinct periods. 
1. The Formative Period. 

This epoch dates from the first services held 
and culminates in the three years of constructive 
work engaged in by the first Rector and marked 
by the organization of a definite congregation and 
the building of the nave and chancel of the old 
church. 

2. The Period of Vigor and Growth. 

The fifty years 1839 to 1889 might be described 
as the golden age of the parish. Under the three 
capable and energetic Rectors-Maxwell, Monroe 
and Briggs-growth and development was rapid and 
solid, and transepts were added in 1855 to accomo- 
date the increase. Much missionary zeal centered 
in the parish during this period and it bore fruit 
in such enterprises as the sending of the Rev. 
John Liggins, an Emmanuel boy, to China and 
later to Japan, where he had the honor of being 
the first priest of the American Church in that 
empire which had only recently been thrown open 
to receive western civilization. Dispatch of Miss 
Mary Ball, a Bible Class teacher, as a missionary

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married the second Bishop of that far-off district 
and spent the balance of her life in missionary 
effort, afforded more evidence of the spirit of the 
parish. The life of the parish was filled by well 
directed work and zealous devotion and was bless- 
ed by vigorous growth and expansion which 
placed Emmanuel Parish in a leading position of 
influence in Kensington. 4, 

3. The period of Retrogession. 

During the 28 years fim 1890 to 1918 the par- 
ish lost much that it had previously gained, and 
reached the end of that period in an almost com- 
pletely wrecked condition.. There were several 
causes for this retrogression. The physical con- 
dition of the church building was defective part- 
ly because it had been poorly constructed of low 
grade materials, and also owning to the presence 
of unfilled wells or cesspools under the west wails 
which consequently slowly sank. The addition of 
transepts in 1855 also probably contributed to 
weakening of the structure. In 1904 the church 
was redecorated and largely refurinshed and an 
ineffective attempt made to strengthen the 
walls. Proceeds of the sale of the old rectory plus 
private subscriptions totalling approximately 
$7000 were used for this purpose, and save for 
the salvaging of the furnishings, was practically 
lost, for only a few years later the cracking of 
plaster, etc., indicated that the process of sinking 
was still going forward. In 1917 conditions had 
grown so serious that the city building inspector 


ordered that the roof be shored up and the people ` 


henceforth worshipped in the gloomy Sunday 
School on the first floor, which was extremely 
dingy and lacked even the elements of attractive- 
ness.

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In addition to the physical depreciation of the 
church building the congregation was unfortun- 
ately rent by internal dissention—bitterly waged 
and long continued—which proved more destruct- 
ive than the physical decay of the building, and 
both depleted its numbers and destroyed its influ- 
ence. At the close of this period it was generally 
felt in the church that Emmanuel Parish, Ken- 
sington, was gone beyond recovery. 

4. The Period of Renaissance. 

A new era began to dawn with the 1919 year. In 
the preceding July the Bishop of the Diocese had 
appointed the Rev. George B. Krantz, priest-in- 
charge, a post that he filled for something over 
ten months, and the Easter offering of 1919 
amounting to about $900 was set aside to form 
the nucleus of a building fund. As yet opinion 
in the congregation was sharply divided as to 
whether the old structure should be repaired or 
a new one attempted. 


In the spring of 1919 the Bishop asked the Rev. 
Dr. A. Overton Tarrant to take charge of the 
parish indefinitely, and to do what was possible 
to revive it. The people were then greatly dis- 
heartened and many of them almost ready to 
scatter to the various neighboring parishes. It 
was then clearly impressed upon the congregation 
that there was no real ground for despair—that 
if they showed determination to rebuild and im- 
mediately set about raising what funds they 
could, outside help would surely come. In June, 
1919, the vestry decided to build a new parish 
house rather than attempt to repair the old 
church. This was a decidedly forward step and 
helped to clarify matters. Confidence was slowly

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restored, at least in part, and in order to concen- 
trate the energies of the people on the new project 
Dr. Tarrant called a meeting of the congregation 
in October, and placed the situation clearly be- 
fore them. He then called for pledges toward 
the new building, and a very substantial subscrip- 
tion list was started, and was added to from time 
to time throughout that winter. At the 84th an- 
niversary of the Sunday School, in January, 1920, 
the Rector made a strong appeal to the school, 
and both teachers and scholars responded splen- 
didly with subscriptions for the new church 
totalling about $800. The strategic importance 
of Emmanuel’s location and its relatively staple 
character were presented to the Bishop, and it was 
recognized as a suitable rallying point for what 
would remain from several parishes in the vicin- 
ity that were being slowly submerged by the in- 
flux of foreign populations. At his visitation te 
the parish in January, 1920, Bishop Rhinelander 
promised to help the people to rebuild their 
church. Plans for a chapel and parish house com- 
bined were now made by Frank R. Watson, regis- 
tered architect, approved and commended by the 
Architectural Commission of the Diocese and ac- 
cepted by the vestry. In January, 1921, at the 
Bishop’s earnest solicitation the Executive Coun- 
cil voted $10,000 to Emmanuel from the funds of 
the Nation-wide Campaign. Working plans for 
the new building were now ordered, and Dr. Tar- 
rant was elected chairman of the Building Com- 
mittee which consisted of Dr. A. E. Helffenstein, 
Isaac Gillett, David MacCreight, William Peter- 
man and Elmer R. Frey. The Bishop nominated

With the Bishop's sanction the Rector сопдисі- 
ed a service of deconsecration in the old church ож 
the Sunday after the Ascension, May 8, 1921, 
which was largely attended. 

Bids for the construction of the new building 
were asked for in July, but the figures proved so 
high that all were rejected and new estimates 
asked from the lowest bidder and others. Finally 
the bid of The Bowden Construction Company for 
the eompleted building at $29,218 was accepted, 
the windows and electric fixtures not being includ- 
ed in this figure. Between $400 and $500 was 
later added to the contract price for the fitting of 
the first story of the south transept as a gymna- 
sium, etc. 

The signing of the contract occurred on Thurs- 
day, August 4, and on Sunday, August 7, after 
Morning Service, the Bishops being absent from 
the city, ground was broken by the Rector “In 
the Name of the Father and of the Son, and of 
the Holy Ghost, the holy and undivided Trinity." 
A list of all attending the last service in the old 
church and the breaking of ground for the new 
building was preserved and placed in the corner 
stone. The consent of the Diocesan Authorities 
having been previously obtained, the work 
ef demolishing the venerable and much-loved 
structure was begun on Monday, August 8, 1921. 

While excavating for the new foundations an 
ancient cemetery was unearthed оп, jthe north 
side of the church property—now under the pave-.

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ing been interred in tiers at different depths. The 


condition of the skeletons indicated that they had 


been placed there at widely different times. 

It is claimed that several fierce Indian battles 
were fought in the vicinity of the church between 
1725 and 1740, and the finding of quantities of 
Indian arrowheads in the locality seems to sub- 
stantiate these claims. Possibly some of the bod- 
ies found were victims of these savage encoun- 
ters. 

The yellow fever epidemics of 1793-4 claimed 
many victims in the city and surrounding terri- 
tory. Of this direful period John Adams said, 
“Disease destroyed ten men for us when the 
sword of the enemy killed one." Speaking of the 
burials of these bodies in the pestilentia] South- 
east cr Washington's Square he said, “There was 
no more room unless made by disturbing the re- 
mains of those who had been previously interred 
there." In January, 1794, Common Council for- 
bade any more burials there, and many bodies 
were subsequently carried to the suburbs for bur- 
ial. It is almost certain that some of these bod- 
ies were those of yellow fever victims for they 
were placed irregularly—some with the head to- 
ward the north and some with head toward the 
south and others transversely—pointing to the 
hurry and confusion of a period of deadly epi- 
demic. The cholera epidemics of later date may 
also have contributed to the collection. A few 
bodies were buried since the church was built, 
and they are recorded in the old parish register. 

Sunday afternoon, October 9, the cornerstone 
of the new church was laid by Bishop Rhinelander
